Source stated 
that Anderson and his associates during the infrequent con- 
tacts he has had with 'them continued to proclaim the advantages 
of their yo»caiied organization and persists in explaining 
to him .the vast plans they have for enlarging this organization 
in the United States. Source stated that he has yet to see 
evidence that the claims of these men are in fact true or at 
least 'partly true; He related that he is of the opinion that 
the "organization"- is basically composed of Paul Anderson, 
and one or perhaps two others .

* CG T-3 advised on. January. 15, 1960, that .Paul. George 

Anderson reportedly is "the head man" in the reactivation of 
an organisation in Chicago, Illinois, which is called the 
"Institute for Bio-Politics." The source described this 
organisation as anti-Semitic and anti-Negro “in character 
and said that there is little doubt in the mind' of ’the source 
that the men in control of the institute for Bio-Politics 
feel that the Negro and the Jew must ultimately be done away 
with in some fashion. The movement j the source stated, is not 
international, but because of alleged close ties maintained 
with leaders of similar organizations abroad, it is not 
restricted to activity in the United States. 

On October 11, 1960, CG T»3 advised that contacts 
with individuals reportedly in this organization since 
January, 1960, have caused him to doubt, the reliability of 
many statements made to him concerning the character of the 
organization. Source stated, however, that Paul George 
Anderson, Chicago, Illinois, reportedly the "head man" of the 
organization, is currently abroad having travelled extensively 
in Europe for the past approximately 90 days. “Source stated 
that due to the foreign travel ’of the "head man" he is reluctant 
at this point to change his. statements "f or - the record" until 
he has had an opportunity t'o examine the ’activity 6f the' 
organization following Anderson * s return. ” Howev&r ,' source 
stated, it should be noted for the time being that' certain 
indications show the ''possibility that the organization is 
more "paper" than .anything else*,' and" may well be a figment ” 
of the imagination of only a few people in the Chicago area. 

CG T-3 advised on. April 5, 1962, that he had 
just learned that Paul George Anderson had returned from’ ' 
his recent European trip and was again' residing in Chicago, 
Illinois. To the best of source* s' know ledge, Anderson 
returned to Chicago in early March, 1962. 

Source stated that Anderson "previously ’’claimed 
his intended purpose for travelling to' Eurdpe" was "to" visit 
Portugal on business, in that he V Anderson and others,’ * 
are allegedly concerned in' certain transactions 'with “the” ' 
Portugal government -to establish a- public 'relations offic.e 
in Chicago, Illinois,, representing that country.

Anderson Has advised that he received a good 
reception from "the Portuguese government”, however, the 
idea proposed lay him was turned down reportedly at the

ground and found,' him "top radical,” Anderson theorized. 

This source stated that Anderson has advised 
he will continue to induce the Portugal government to 
invest money in the proposed public relations office in ' 
Chicago. If Portugal refuses, source continued, Anderson 
intends to capitalize- on the "poor press” Portugal has' 
received in recent "months from such things as Goa, etc. 

Anderson claims to have "lined up” George Lincoln 
Rockwell, National Commander of the American Nazi Party (ANP) 
and should Portugal continue to, decline their investment in 
the publib relations firm', they, apparently meaning 
Anderson and Rockwell, will throw the full support of 
Rockwell and his ANP behind Portugal. Source claims 
apparently Anderson considers this sufficient pressure 
considering the bad publicity that would result from such 
support, to induce [Portugal to accept the idea.

Source added that Anderson claims the Vice 
President in Charge of foreign Banking, First ’National 
Bank of Chicago, has been locking, into his, Anderson's

Regarding Anderson's recent trip abroad, source 
stated Anderson claims to have visited his "usual stops" 
but did not elaborate as to specific countries. 

^nderson states -he intends to leave the United 
States again for Europe in approximately’ twb months. His ’ 
plans in this connection were not discussed, source stated. 

Source advised that since. Anderson's Return fie ' ’ 
has been unemployed- and apparently does not ihtbnd to seek - 
employment in view of his proposed trip to Europe. 

The source advised that he has no way to evaluate 
the information furnished to him by Anderson. Source stated 
that Anderson is noted for his tendency to embellish' his ’

Fattl' Georg© Anderson was last issued Passport 
D-611511, at Chicago, on February 7, 1963, /for proposed

Iceland, Belgium, and Czechoslovakia /''for business and 
pleasure. In application dated January 31, 1963, at Chicago, 
he stated intention to depart about February* (1963) from 
New York City, via Iberian or Icelandic Airlines, not 
by organized tour. He stated he had made two trips abroad 
within past year and expected to travel abroad again within 
year. This passport was valid for three years* travel to 
all countries except Albania, Cuba, and those portions of 
China, Korea, and Viet-Nam under communist control. 


Anderson gave permanent residence as 5 North 
Wabash Avenue, Chicago, care of Anderson Company. JIe 
indicated he had never been married. In event of death 
or accident, he requested that Mrs. Adele J. Anderson, 
his mother, be notified at 4300 North Lake Shore Dr.ive, 
Chicago. In connection with obtaining ' new passport, he 
filed sworn affidavit January 31, 1963, at Chicago, that 
he was unable to locate’ his previous passport. In applying 
for new passport, he requested he be issued 48-pagV passport 
(type issued to those who travel extensively) , stating his 
previous passport and its extended ’ pages were completely 
covered with travel control stamps . 

Noted under current passport regulations, AndS?s6n> 
may use .this passport for lawful travel within period of / 
its validity whenever and as often as desired, without / 
notification to Department of State or other government / 
agency.

In his book “This Time the World," copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander , American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP - WUFENS ) , Arlington, Virginia, 

The April 4, 1863, issue of “The Richmond News Leaders," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGS LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in -the State of Virginia, but this request 
was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. This 
action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly 
which prohibits the use of "Nazi 1 ’ or ’National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL’ s 
party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party.

On August A9, U‘^3* a sjorca advise-' that the-. :,1 P-n 
was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in Arlington, 
Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international "National Socialist" 
movement based on the German Nazi Pax’ty headed by Adolf Hitler , He 
added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and personality in this 
party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against the Jews and- 
Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, distribution of 
literature and picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant 
political .party in the United States and in foreign countries .

f On December 13, 1963, this source, advised that in about 

September, 1960, the ANP initiated the Fighting American Nationalists 
i(FAN) as a front group for the ANP although it has never been a 
separate organization. He said the FAN name is merely used on occasion 
^instead of the ANP name and there are no separate officials for FAN, 

I the FAN officials being identical with the ANP officials.. He stated 
j that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL has informed him the-FAN name was origin- 
1 naDy used as a device to attract supporters to his organization who 
> might rebel at the use of the swastika and at being labeled as a Nazi. 

He added that the ANP has operated under' the FAN name through- 
out the country with the exception of a group operating under the FAN 
name in Baltimore, Maryland. He said the FAN group in Baltimore is 
now, and always has been, a separate organization and not a part of 
the ANP. 

On October 3, 1963, RICHARD BERRY NORTON, the admitted 
former director of the FAN group in Baltimore, Maryland, advised 
that the Baltimore FAN, which was organized in the Spring of 1961, 
has ho official connection with the ANP although until December, 1962, ( 
it received all of its literature from GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL’S ANP.

Anderson was in 
contact with individuals in Budapest and claimed that he had 
been to the Leipzig Fair in East Germany where He had access 
to the diplomatic box. He reportedly praised the East 
German Governmental Regime with its tight police control,, but 
he indicated he did not approve of the economic policy in 
East Germany.

OF FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, 

ALSO KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 

In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social- 
lists (ANP - WUFENS) , Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this re- 
quest was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL'S 
Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - WUFENS 
was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in 
Arlington* Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party headed 
by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and 
personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred 
against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through 
speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States and in 
foreign countries. 

According to the " St ormtr coper v s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses"; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been converted to 
our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses." 


On September 16, 1965, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to wit, 
the "attainment of power through the votes of the newly-won 
masses." The source stated ROCKWELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November, 1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia.

On April 22, 1965, Mr. MAURICE C. ANDERSON, 5 
North Wabash, Chicago, subject’s father, advised his son had 
gone to Europe ; his son was to have contacted him before he 
left. ANDERSON claimed his son made no contact with him, and 
he has had no correspondence from his son. ANDERSON' said 
his son most probably was in Vienna, Austria. .He stated he 
had no idea as to the date his son would, return to Chicago,. 
ANDERSON advised that his son did not reside with him at all 
during his stays in Chicago; on most occasions he would reside 
with his mother at 4300 North Marine Drive, Chicago. ANDERSON 
further stated that his son’s maternal grandfather had died 
recently, and he indicated this may have some bearing as to 
where his son would reside when he returned to Chicago, (It 
is noted that subject’s grandfathex* also resided at 4300 North 
Marine Drive.)

On April 21, 1965, Mr. HFWVAfl B. VAN VE13ER, doing 
business as Marketing Counsel and Contacts, Product Develop- 
ment and Promotions (812 ID 6-0186), .Route 2,. Winchester Road, 
Mtindeloin,. Illinois, advised he became acquainted with ANDERSON 
during the latter part of 1963., ANDERSON contacted VAN VELS5ER 
at the suggestion of his grandfather, who was an acquaintance 
of VAN VELZER. through the Rotary, Club. ANDERSON'S contact with 
VAN VSLZER was for -the purpose of securing VAN VELZER's as&is- 
■ tance in marketing and promoting old maps, books and publications 
acquired in Europe,. VAN VELZER attempted to help ANDERSON, and 
he made some personal inquiries and some letter inquiries in 
ANDERSON'S behalf. His primary contact was the Van Amstel 
Company, 8511 Stella Road, Culver City, California.

VAN VELZER was to correspond with ANDERSON through 
WILHELM LUNBIG, Favoritenhausser 58, Wien IV, Austria. 
Corresponsdence from Vienna to VAN VELZER bore letterhead 
of "Edlto tptius Mundi, Wien IX, Gussenfeauergass© 5/9, Austria. n 

VAN VELZER advised he found h« would, have to expend 
too much time and realize little, if any, remuneration in 
..pursuing this venture with ANDERSON; therefore, he advised 
ANDERSON he had done all he could in his behalf, and their 
business association was terminated in early 1964. 

VAN VELZER advised he had no information relative 
to any other activities of ANDERSON. He advised he had only 
one personal contact with ANDERSON. The occasion was to 
discuss business, and the meeting was . held in the lobby of 
the hotel where ANDERSON was residing, 808 West Junior Terrace, 
Chicago, Illinois. VAN VELZER stated he thought it strange 
that ANDERSON did not invite him to his. room. ANDERSON, 
when contacted on the house phone, was adamant in meeting 
in the lobby rather than his room. 

VAN VELZER stated that during his brief business 
encounter with ANDERSON they would have been considered 
business partners. He further stated that, since he advised 
ANDERSON, he could not aid him. in his business any more, he 
has not had any further contact with hits. 

PAUL GEORGE ANDERSON appeared at the Vienna , 

Austria, ‘office of the United States Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service on October 19, 1964, at which time he executed 
a signed sworn statement as a preliminary step in obtaining 
a waiver which would allow him to bring his Hungarian wife 
into the United States. One of the questions directed to 
ANDERSON and contained in the above statement concerned his 
employment status, and he advised as follows in regard 
to the question regarding his employment:

I am also a writer and have written 
articles for publication in European periodicals as 
well as United States periodicals. ” 

On September 15, 1964 ; I 

Passport Office, United States Department of State, Washington, 
D. C., furnished information regarding PAUL GEORGE ANDERSON 
with regard to ANDERSON’S visa petition in behalf of his 
Hungarian wife on June 24, 1964. Among the questions directed 
to ANDERSON was one which concerned his employment status. 

It was reported that ANDERSON balked at revealing his employ- 
ment and income for the -past ten years; when he was told 
that he must show his ability to support his' wife, he listed 
an income of $5,000 per year from self-employment. He 
advised that he was the sole United States agent for the 
firm Editio Totius Mundi, Gussenbauerg 5, Vienna IX, which 
produces hand-finished reproductions of antique maps. 

ANDERSON claimed he received payment for his services from 
the Vienna firm in such a way that he can bo taxed neither 
by the Austrian or United States government. He further 
advised that he has not filed an Income tax return in the 
United States for the past ten years inasmuch as his income 
per annum in the United States did not amount to $600.

On October 12, 1956, CG T-2 furnished information 
to the American Embassy, Stockholm, Sweden, which was as 
follows: If

CG T-2 advised that in February, 1958, while en route 
from Stockholm to Copenhagen via air transportation he became 
acquainted With an American whose name was PAUL G. ANDERSON. 
ANDERSON had a couple of drinks and begapi^iScussing politics 
with CG T-2. During the conversation whidh ensued ANDERSON 
bragged about his visas to the Soviet Union and Communist 
China, and reportedly he exhibited them to CG T-2. He told 
of being sent out on a world mission to visit various lands, 
primarily South America and Germany, to rally Nazi and fascist 
forces in these countries toward an active union with, as 
CG T-2 believed, certain communist groups . Y/h^n ANDERSON 
was asked to produce proof, he displayed a suitcase filled 
with typical Nazi propaganda. 


CG T-2 advised that ANDERSON made contact approximately 
two weeks later and suggested that the« source make a porno- 
graphic film in Sweden with ANDERSON in the title role. Source 
abruptly terminated this call and had nb> further contact with 
ANDERSON. 
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It was learned on May 28, 1959, that PAUL ANDERSON, . 
4300 North Lake Shore Drive, Chicago, Illinois, was a possible 
contributor to an organization known as the National Renaissance 
Party (NRP) . 


(CG T-4, 5/28/59) 


NRP 

The NRP is an anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, neo- 
fascist organization founded in 1949 with activites 
generally confined to the New York City area. 

The NRP’s main function is the distribution of a 
bulletin on a monthly basis and the distribution 
of pro-Arab literature obtained from official 
Arab establishments in New York. 


(CG T-5, 4/21/59) 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the 
United States House of Representatives, in a 
preliminary report dated December 17, 1954, 
stated "NRP activities and propaganda are clearly 
subversive and un-American.'* 

On May 18, 1959, CG T-6 furnished the £oliowing 
information: 

While in Lisbon, Spain, on May 15, 1959, while- in 
the company of another individual he became acquainted with a 
white male person approximately 30 years of age who had blond 
hair and who was well groomed in appearance. * This individual 
claimed to be a representative of the Institute of Bio-politics 
headquartered in Chicago, Illinois. This individual presented 
a document which identified him as a representative of this 
organization and the source noted only the last name of 
ANDERSON on this document. 
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Institute of Bio-politics 

CG T-8 on January 15, 1960, advised that the 
Institute of Bio-politics is composed of a 50 
member governing body although the actual 
membership is alleged to consist of a great many 
more members. According to CG T^rS, the organisa- 
tion is anti-Semitic and anti-Negro in character, 
and there is little doubt in the mind of CG T-8 
that the. men in control feel that the Negro and 
Jew must be done away with in some fashion ulti- 
mately, 

CG T-8 had determined that the institute is 
headquar fcered in Chicago, Illinois, and that they 
maintain no office, no telephone and no address 
other than Post Office Box 1785, Chicago 90, Illinois. 
PAUL GEORGE ANDERSON was alleged to be the "head 
man" in 'fee Chicago area. According to the informa- 
tion available to CG 'T— 8, the movement is described 
as not an international organization, however, the 
leaders claim to have close ties with similar 
organizations abroad. 

CG T-8 stated that many things concerning the 
institute are completely ridiculovs. He cited 
as an example the fact that on© member of this 
group allegedly maintains a cake of - soap on a silver 
tray, which is supposed to be all that remains of 
several Jews from Germany CG T-8 advised that 
while many of the things concerning this organiza- 
tion seem ridiculous and border on insanity, the 
men involved speak of their activities in serious- 
ness.

On January 28 , 1966, CG T-10 advised that 51AYNARB

out Box Number 1785 for the Realpplitical Institute. On 
March 23, i960, NELSON changed the name on the box to the 
Institute of Bio-politics. This box is still under lease at 
Chicago , 1 llinois .

'"intellectual Nazi'." Ha claimed to have been 
working for over 20 years promulgating Nasi 
principles. He also was self -Identified as the

conversation with ANDERSON he spoke very highly of the Russian 
government, lauded Premier NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV, and bragged 
of being in trouble with the FBI in connection with the over- 
throw of the government. ANDERSON displayed a letter to 
MGRIARITY which she believed stated “This is to introduce 
Paul Anderson, a member of the Institute of Bio-politics.'* 

. The files of the Passport Office were reviewed 
by SA .JAMES E. .REILLY, Washington, D. C. , on December 17, 

1959,, and disclosed that PAUL GEORGE ANDERSON was issued 
Passport Number 1309959 on February 6, 1959, at Chicago, 
Illinois, for proposed two months* travel to West Europe, 
Africa and the Middle East for purposes of business, pleasure 
and education. In his application dated January 30, 1959, 
he stated that he intended to depart from New York about 
March, 1959, by Swiss Air or Icelandic Airline. He stated 
he was not travelling by organized tour and that he intended 
to make another trip abroad in the next year. This passport 
was valid for two years' travel to all countries except: 
Albania, Bulgaria Hungary, and those portions of China, 

Korea and Viet Nam under communist control. Subject stated 
he was born on April 11,. 1936,, at Chicago, Illinois-, and 
the file contains- a notation that his birth certificate 
had been seen by passport authorities. Subject gave his 
permanent residence as 5 North Wabash- Avenue , Chicago 2, 
Illinois, and his mailing address as care of M« C. Anderson 
Gold Company, same address. He listed his father as MAURICE 
ANDERSON , born June 26, 1900, at Chicago., Illinois, and who 
was residing at 5 North Wabash Avenue, Chicago, Illinois. He 
listed his mother as ADELE ANDERSON , born April 4, 1902, at 
Chicago, Illinois, and. who resided at 4300 North Lake Shore 
Drive . 

Subject stated he had never been married* Ke’ 
denied in this application past or present membership in the 
Communist Party. 
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Information was also obtain ed which reported that one 

| had complained to the 

American Embassy, Stockholm, in June, 1957 , concerning 
ANDERSON. He advised that PAUL ANDERSON had been annoying 
his fiancee with whom ANDERSON had been previously acquainted. 
He advised that ANDERSON claims to be writing against religion 
and the use of atomic weapons and that he had placed political 
literature printed in Russian and Yugoslavian in' his fiancee’s 
mailbox. 


The files of the Passport Office contain a complaint 2 ( 
emanating from the front office manager of the Berlin Hilton 
Hotel dated August 24 , 1959, to the American Embassy office. 

This letter complained' that ANDERSON in conversation with 
various members of the hotel staff had made * statements hostile 
and deprecatory to the Jews, Negroes, and Christians and 
President EISENHOWER and Chief Justice EARL WARREN. 

Oh January 8, 1960, a letter was received at the 
Bloomington Resident Agency of the Indianapolis Division of 
the FBI, which is set forth in part as follows: 

’’Rural route 8, Box 340 
Bloomington, Indiana 
January 6, 1960 

"Federal Bureau of Investigation 
219 West 4th Street 
Bloomington, Indiana 

"Dear' Sirs., 

"On the morning flight of the C.M.A. airline from 
Mexico City to Chicago,, on December 31, 1959,. I was 
seated next to a young man named Paul Anderson,, a .Chicago 
resident. He claims to be the travelling representative 
of the Institute for Bio-Politics which, 3, gather, has 
headquarters in Chicago . His passport, literally covered 
with visas, tends to substantiate this claim although 
I suspect that as the only child of a wealthy- family he 
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bears some of his expenses. The organization to which 
he belongs has aS its purpose the establishment of an 
elite fascist ruling group and the elimination Of Negroes, 
Jews, or any other group which the organization deems 
‘non-white*. It would seem that the organization includes 
the remains of earlier organizations such as that of 
Gerald Smith, the Beutsche-Amerika Bund, and similar 
extremists. At present the Institute for Bio-Politics 
is attempting to loosely affiliate with the segrega- 
tionist Citizens Councils of the southern states. 

“While I realize this misguided organization cannot 
achieve its irrational goals and can exist only in the- 
lunatic fringe, I am concerned as to its activities in 
fermenting local racial and religious strife. For 
example, Mr. Anderson often boasted of the Institute's 
success in causing trouble in the Deerfield housing 
project near Chicago, in causing friction between 
europeans and U.S. negro military personnel, in creating 
anti-semitism, et cetera. He had the usual collection 
of literature and newspaper clippings to 'promote his 
cause. I anticipate that I shall receive additional 
material. 

“All of the above is obviously known to you; in 
fact, Mr. Anderson stated as much. Consequently, the 
main purpose of this letter is to relieve my pent-up 
emotion.* I found it extremely difficult to maintain 
a calm and rational attitude in order to learn more of 
Mr. Anderson and the Institute for Bio-Politics. Mr. 
Anderson interpreted my attitude as one of sympathy, or 
potential sympathy* for his cause despite my assertions 
to the contrary.

! was much stronger and which was sent out if the person was 
not offended by the first type or class of literature.

On March 30, 1960, CG T-8 advised that ANDERSON 
intended to depart on or about April 18, 1960, on an 
extensive European tour. Source stated that ANDERSON 
intended to be gone about three months and stated that 
ANDERSON had indicated his trip included some business for 
the Institute of Bio-Politics. 

It was learned in March of 1960 that PAUL GEORGE 
ANDERSQN, born March 11, 1936, who indicated he was an 
American writer - journalist, planned to take a ten day 
tour in Poland'.

On June 1, 1965, CG T— 20, a United States Government 
agency with branches abroad, reported that as of March 9, 
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1965, ANDERSON was in Budapest, Hungary. ANDERSON was in 
contact with individuals in Budapest and claimed that he 
had been to the Leipzig Fair in East Germany where he had 
access to the diplomatic box. He reportedly praised the 
East German .Governmental Regime with its tight police 
control, but he indicated he did not approve of the economic 
policy in East Germany. ANDERSON reportedly stated at this 
time that he advocated assassination, as an appropriate 
political tool if events warranted it. ’ 

On June 1, 1965, CG T~20 advised that PAUL 
ANDERSON visited the American Embassy, Budapest', Hungary, 
on or about March 10, 1965. During his .visit ANDERSON 
reportedly engaged in a "monologue " with American Embassy 
officials, Mr.. KENNETH KELLER and Mr. J. G. KECSKEMETHY, 
who jointly issued a signed statement of their recollection 
of ANDERSON’S remarks. Their recollection of ANDERSON’s 
remarks is as follows: 

"ANDERSON stated that he was completely 
in favor of assassination as a political weapon.

A source advised on November 14, 1960, that on that 
date a meeting was held in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of organizing a Chicago unit of the American Nazi Party(ANP) 
which maintains headquarters in Arlington, Virginia, GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, National Commander, ANP, took charge of this 
meeting. 


On May 22, 1962, MATTHIAS KOEHL, self -identified as 
lieutenant, ANP, Chicago, advised that the ANP in Chicago is- 
to a degree y&M tpnomous although it remains subject to the 
final authority of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL and ANP National 
Headquarters , 

A second source advised on October 8, 1964, that 
the Chicago branch of the American Nazi Party is currently 
located at 1314 West Ohio Street, Chicago, Illinois.

follows.

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY OF THE WORLD UNION 
OF FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, 

ALSO KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 


In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social- 
lists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this re- 
quest was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWEI^s 
Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - WUFENS 
was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party headed 
by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and 
personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred 
against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through 
speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States and in 
foreign countries. 


According to the "Stormtrooper *s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses"; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been » converted to 
our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-woit masses." 


On September 16, 1965, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to wit, 
the "attainment of power .through the votes of the newly-won 
masses." The source stated ROCKWELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November, 1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia.

NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS 
PARTY (NSRP) 


On November 26, 1957, a source* advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article in the November 
26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of 
Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of 
a new political party to be known as the United White Party." 
According to the article, the party was formed at a recently 
held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen 
were represented. The UWP was reported as being opposed to all 
"race mixing organizations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP) reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under ’'the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue Number 19, dated June, 1960, "The Thunderbolt," 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to ’Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

On June 17, 1960, a source advised that EDWARD R._ 

FIELDS, the Information Director of the NSRP, is the individual 
who "runs the NSRP." 

"The Thunderbolt" continues to publish articles 
attacking Negroes and persons of the Jewish faith.

PAUL GEORGE AlHJERSON had attempted to convert another individual 
to the philosophy of the institute fdr Bio-Politics, an organiza- 
tion purported' to be art extreme anti-Semitic and anti-Negro 
group. The source accompanied ANDERSON to a social function 
via public transportation; ANDERSON .explained to the source 
that he was using the' public transportation because '‘he was 
saving his money to buy a gun to shoot President ^KENNEDY 1 < " 

Another’ source advised in 1959 ; , that ANDERSON had 
been a guest at the Nil ton Hotel, in. -Berlin* Germany.' While 
at the Hilton Hotel, it was. reported that ANDERSON had 
lengthy conversations with employees of the Hilton Hotel , , 
in which ANDERSON indicated that the only books that ' 

ANDERSON Would like to s.e.e in, his room would -be.- those by : 

KARL MARX arid HITLER', ANDERSON also told various- employees 
that “HITLER f of got most of the 3ewS, .all Should .be .killed; 
all Negroes should be kiiled;, they are net' human, they afe 
half-ape' 1 . ANDERSON Stated he had a plan' for getting rid" . 
of NegfoeS, starting With Africa Where all medicine would * 

be withheld, and harmfrtl bacteria would be placed in water 
sources and foodstuffs and stated that "all Negroes in the 
states should be killed and people who consider Negroes 
as human should also be killed". ANDERSON said that, if he 
had the opportunity he would kill Chief Justice EARL WARREN 
and Mrs*. WARREN, who were Quests at the Hilton Hotel during 
the lasst phridd of ANDERSON’S stay there * ANDERSON also 
said that he belonged to an "institute" which calls for 
wiping out alii people except the "white race" . ANDERSON also 
stated, he does not believe in democracy but believes that a 
v state i should be ruled by a dictator or b& a group of persons

who would be responsible for all decisions and voting should 
be limited to a selected group. ANDERSON also advocated 
introducing into the United States the "sport" of blowing 
up Jewish Synagogues. 

Another source advised that during 1964 , it was 
reported by several individuals that ANDERSON had referred 
to himself as a "merchant of hate" and said that he belonged 
to an American organization which was dedicated among other 
things to the overthrow of democracy, the abolition of the 
capitalistic system by destruction of all religions and 
the extermination of all the Negroes and Jews. He also 
stated that "KENNEDY deserved to die and never has been a 
good President, and JOHNSON is just as bad. It (the assassina- < 
tion) was a well done job. OSWALD was a hero and was the only 
person in the affair that people should be sorry for". 

Another source advised during 1965, that ANDERSON 
had made the following statements: 

"ANDERSON stated that he was completely in favor 
of assassination as a political weapon. He said that the most 
effective way of dealing with political opponents is to knock 
on their doors and 'shoot them in the face' when they answer. 
ANDERSON said that this would also be a better waHl of eliminating 
unwanted Jews and unfriendly groups than holding mass executions. 
When asked whether he personally would be capable of performing 
such an assassination, ANDERSON replied that he believed he 
would, and that the Secret Service must also believe so, because 
they checked on his Whereabouts within a half hour after the 
attack on President KENNEDY. He added that he was not in 
favor of that particular assassination. 

"ANDERSON commented that in a few years he either 
will be in a position of political power or will have been 
killed in the struggle between his side and their opponents."

His application 
reflects an intention to depart from Chicago via Air France 
in February for a Visit of two months to "France, Austria, 
Hungary, Bfi$garia, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Romania, Germany, 
Portugal , etc. " 

For a number of years, ANDERSON has traveled abroad 
extensively and his activities and conduct have been the 
subject of dispatches from Lisbon, Madrid, Budapest, Prague, 
Berlin and Bonn. He is a self-style^p "merchant of hate" who 
makes every personal contact abroad an .occasion to voice his 
anti-American and racist opinions. He claims affiliation with 
Neo-Fascist groups and reported himself to have been the 
subject of a recruitment attempt for espionage by East German 
Intelligence Agents. He advocates assasination as a political 
weapon and considers himself capable of such action. 

t He has been variously characterized as a psychotic 
and f go-maniac. 

CG T-4 advised on February 14, 1966, that PAUL GEORGE 
ANbERSON planned to leave Chicago on February 11, 1966.. ANDERSON 
stated he was returning to Europe. ANDERSON '"indi'cafed that’' ^ 
while in Ei^rope, he was employed as a broadcaster and he“uses “ 
the name of "EUSTACE" (phonetic) in this employment. According 
to CG T-4, ANDERSON stated that he spends a lot of time in East 
Germany when he travels in Europe. 

On January 21, 1966, records of the United States 
Passport Office, United States Department of State, Washington, 
D.C., were reviewed by a Special Agent of the FBI and the 
following information was noted concerning Passport Number 
D611511, which was issued to PAUL GEORGE ANDERSON on February 
7, 1963. It was indicated ANDERSON traveled in the following 
countries during the years designated but not necessarily in the 
order listed by countries: 
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1963: East Germany, West Germany, The Netherlands, Spain,

It was found that the passport also contained other 
stamps with illegible dates. There were many stamps in the 
passport for Hungary, Czechoslovakia, and East Germany.

The file disclosed that Passport Number D611511', 
issued to ANDERSON on February 7, 1963, was renewed' by the 
United States Department of State, Washington, D.C., on 
February 4, 1966. His passport will, now be valid to 
February 6, 1968. This passport is not valid for travei 
to Albania, Cuba and those portions of China, Korea and 
Viet-Nam under Communist control. 

ANDERSON'S application dated January 12, 1966, 
indicated that he intended to depart from Chicago, Illinois, 
by Air Franqe about February for the purpose of "business, 
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pleasure" and planned to stay abroad for two months. He 
expected to return to the United States by air’ and expected 
to take another trip abroad within a year. He listed ..the 
following bouhtries to.be visited: ' 

"France,. Austria, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, 
Bulgaria, Poland,. Romania, Germany, Portugal, etc."

•furnished the following information concerning PAUL GEORGE 
ANDERSON: 


A Qn April 25, 1966, ANDERSON appeared with his 
wife ! l a Hungarian National, at the 

American Embassy, Vienna, apd filed a petition to establish 
her immediate r.elativb status on July 6, 1964. ANDERSON had 
married hi?3 wife on one of his trips to Budapest in 1964. 

Because of sanctions under Par. 243g of the INAct, Mrs.*' 

ANDERSON was unable to obtain her visa in Budapest, traveled 
to Vienna, and is pursuing her application in Vienna. 

During the intervening ’time after approval of 
the petition, ANDERSON orally requested to withdraw the petition 
on two occasions, but never followed through in writing*. ' At 
present, however, h® wishes to hoqor the petition and requested 
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his wife's immigration to the U. S. His apparent primary pur- 
pose in calling at the Embassy was to ascertain the. status of 
his wife's visa case so he could take whatever further steps 
are necessary to effect her immigration. He was told that' the 
only remaining requirement was that of presenting suitable 
public charge evidence,, now that his intentions Regarding the 
petition* were clarified.

ANDERSON claimed that he was penniless and, therefore, 
was unable to present evidence of financial capability to 
support his wife. He indicated that his lawyer would be willing 
to execute an affidavit of support for Mrs. ANDERSON. The 
submission of an acceptable affidavit is how being awaited and 
upon receipt thereof, it is expected that Mrs. ANDERSON can be 
invited for formal visa /application.

Concerning the nefarious activities of ANDERSON, 
there is little t.o add that is new. He still travels fre- 
quently into Communist countries, does not hesitate to pro- 
pound his racist „views, and remains' a generally opnOxiohs person 
He did not disclose his occupation. Source of income (hb 
smilingly said he is legally penniless), or his future planB. 

He suggested that it might now.be possible for him to take a' 
trip to Albania in view of the recent court decision that the 
travel restrictions which appear in U. S., passports canhof be 
enforced. He voiced approval of what he considers to bb a ~ 
growing anti-Semitic movement in Austria, and believes if* /is ' 
more significant than the authorities and press' have reported. 

He mentioned his ‘ "organization" (not further identified) 
wishes to set up a booth at the next Leipzig Fair. 

.ANDERSON'S conjugal relationship appears at 
best tenuous. He seemed to feel that it would be inevitable 
that his duties and necessity to travel woUld. force him. and his 
wife to live apart from one another very frequently after her 
immigration, but nevertheless claims he wants her to go to 
the Uhlted States. 
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During Hay, 1966, CG T-r3, referred to’ above, furnished 
the following additional information concerning ANDERSON: 

ANDERSON appeared in yienna, Austria, in July, 1966, 
and indicated that he wished to gp to Albania for about two 
weeks on > business trip pn behalf of the Austrian import- 
export firm of Wilhelm iandig, publisher^ of books and 
periodicals, 96 Favor itenstr. , Vienna IX. His work would be 
to survey the volume and type qf printed material being exported 
to Austria by Albania. ANDERSON said hp could get a,n Albanian 
visa on a piece of paper rather than in his passport, but did 
not intend to do this. 

ANDER80N glgo claimed that his relations with the 
East German Government were strained because he had refused 
to be recruited for espionage.
